ATLANTA, 
Ga., June 
14.—The 
Southeastern Power and Light com­ 
pany has secured control cf a large 
number of electric utility companies 
in Georgia, through the acquisition of 
a majority of toe voting stock of the 
company, it was announced here to­ 
day by P. S. Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Railway and Power com­ 
pany, a subsidiary. 
A majority of the properties are 
located in middle and south Georgia 
and include those of Macon, Athens, 
Brunswick, 
Milledgeville, 
Dublin,

Questioned at great length he tes­ 
tified that “eitizens of the state were 
expected to pay” and 
again 
that 
“manufacturers” were looked to to 
make up the amount, but he stead­ 
fastly refused to mention any names. 
Asked directly whether he had any 
member of the Mellon family in mind 
as a possible source of help, the wit­ 
ness 
The note was signed by Grundy and 
Folwell after Grundy had made a long 
succession of advances, amounting to 
$307,000, for which he received “re­ 
ceipts” and Folwell said that he was 
confident if all other sources failed, 
Grundy could make good the $90,000

Incidentally the witness mentioned 
that he and Grundy, who is president 
of the Pennsylvania Manufacturer’s 
Association, had raised $660,000 in 
Eastern Pennsylvania for the Hard­ 
ing campaign in 1920.

Arms and Legs Broken 
By Force of Impact

GARY, Ind., June 14—Seven men 
were killed, four of them Instantly, 
by an explosion, believed to ba due 
to gas, in a coke oven of the by­ 
products plant of the Illinois Steel 
company here early today. 
Seventy-five others were injured, 
a dozen of them seriously, when the 
two-story brick building was wrecked. 
About 100 men were employed at 
the plant The force of the explosion 
hurled them against the walls, break­ 
ing arms and legs. Rescue was dif 
ficult because the building was shat­ 
tered, burying the victims in the deb­ 
ris. 
Two hours after the blast rescuers 
still were searching the wreckage for 
other victims. 
The injured were taken to the steel 
company’s hospital here and to the 
city hospital. Many of those injured 
suffered only minor cuts and bruises.

The women 
will be interested in getting the market underway, mak­ 
ing it a success from thé very start, half their work will 
have been accomplished. 
The club season is about at an end for this particular 
time of the year, it seems to The Daily that this task will 
furnish plenty of activity throughout the remainder of 
the summer, if the women will but take the thing into 
tb^ir own hands and start the work going. 
Other civic 
organizations can be counted upon to get the word to the 
farmer, telling him that there is a market here for his 
products, foodstuffs, allowing him to get away from the 
idea that cotton is the only money crop, turn his efforts 
into ready cash.
